Promife, in which They were engag’d on Our ace 
count, Our fe/ves are Bound to Perform. But no De- 
terminate time can be Prefcrib’d to this, fince fome 
are endow'd with greater capacities than others, are 
favour’d with greater Opportunities of acquiring 
the Knowledg of Religion, are more Early Ac- 
guainted with the Neceffiry, Nature, and Benefits 
of the Bleffed Sacrament, with the feveral Obliga- 
tions refulting from it. 

As for the Preparation Neceffary to the Participa- 
tion cf fo Divine an Ordinance, it is oblerv’d, thar 
a Good Life in General is the Beft of Preparations.

been given us for a Previous Humiliation of our

Such a Preparation will be accepted of, as excites 
within us, nor only a Defire of being made Whole, 
bur alfo a Solemn Refolution to Sin no more, left a 
Worfe thing come upon ts. A Refolution Confequent 
to 4 Godly Sorrow, whofe Property it is to Work Re- 

entance not to be Repented cf. Such a Preparation 
will be Accepted of, as Raifesin our Minds an Ad- 
miration of that furprizing Love, which fetch’d 
down the Son of God from the Bofom of the Fa- 
ther ;Cloath’d the Erernal Word with Human Fleih, 
Debas'd the Majefty of Heaven ro the Form of a Ser- 
vant ; Crucified the Lord of Life, and made thole 
words fpoken of him by the Fews with regard to 
Lazarus, Applicable to Us ; Behold, how he Loved 
bim.

A, The Sun does not gain one whole degree of 
a Celeftial Sign in the compais of a day, fince 1 
takes up in paifing thro’ the 12 Signs, which con- 
tain 360 Degrees, takes up, we fay, 365 days and 
almoft 6 hours, But to account for fo flow a pro- 
( {uppofing, tho’ not allowing, the old Ptole- 
maick Sytem to be trne) the Sun does not gain 
che forefaid Portion by it’s Diurnal Motion, as You 
f{eem ro fancy, but gains ir by a Different Motion in 
rhe fame compats of time, wherein it performs it's 
Diurnal Monon. For the Prolemaicks {uppote, that 
while the fix’d Srarsand Planets are whir!'d round 
Weftward by the Motion of the Primum Mobile, 
the Sun flowly procedes Eaftward by it’s own 
Proper Motion, And thefe two Different Motions 
are commoly illuftrared by an Infect creeping Eaft- 
ward on a Globe, which the mean while is whirl'd 
about Weltward by a wonderfully Swifter Motion, 
and conlequently carries round the Infect with ir. 

Bur according to the Modern Hypothefis, the Di- 
urnal Volurion of the Earth round it’s Own Axis, 
{upplies the place of that Prepofterous Motion of the 
Primum Mobijie, and its Annual Motion round the 
Sun an{wers to the Motion of the Sun thro’ the Ce- 
Jeftial Signs.

And thet the reafog 
of fo Sollicitous a Concern was, thar after the ap. 
pearance of the Scar he found by Experience, that 
the Power of his Deities dec!in’d. 

Fulian the Apoftate acknowledged the Strange 
Phenomenon to be matter of fadét..however he 
Pretended, that ic might be naturally accounted for, 

Chalcidins the Platonift fays,thar the Chaldean A. 
ftronomers gatherd from this 
God had Defcended from above for the general be.

nuine relation of Chalcrdius, is doubted by fome.

vince & Dauphine;thar theDuke of Berwick caufesMento
